Hereas in the firſt Year of the Reign 
of our late Sovereign King Fames 
of happy memory, an Ac was 
made for the charitable relief and 
ordering of Perſons infeted with 
the Plague : whereby Authority 
was given __ of Peace, 
Majors, Bayliffs, and other Head- 

Officers to appoint within their ſeveral Limits Exami- 

ners, Searchers, Watchmen, Keepers, and Buriers for the 

Perſons and Places infe&ted, and to miniſter unto them 

Oaths for the performance of their Offices, And the 

ſame Statute did alſo authorize the giving of other Di- 

re&ions, as unto them tor the preſent neceſſity ſhould

& and learn from t:rte ro time what Houſes in 
every Pariſh be viſiced, and whit perſons be fick, and of 
what Diſeafes, as near as they can inform themſelves , 
and 'apon dont in that caſe, to command reſtraint of ac- 
cefs, until it appear what rhe Diſeaſe ſhall prove: And

order ro the Conftable that rhe Houſe be ſhac ap, and 
if the Conftabte ſhall be found remiſs or negligent, to

Orders for Health. 


Watchmen. 


Hat! to evety Infected Honſe there be appointed 
wo Watchmen, one for the Day, and the other for 

the Night : And that theſe Watchmen have a ſpecial 
care thatno perſon goe in or ont of ſuch infected Houſes, 
whereof they have the Charge, upon pain of ſevere pu- 
nithment, And the ſaid Watchmen to doe fach further 
Othces 2s the fick Houſe ſhall need and require: And 
if. che Watchman be-fenc apan any buſineſs, co lock up 
che Houle and take the Key wich fim : and che Warch- 
man by day to attend until ren of the clock at night : 


and the Watchman by night uncil fax in the morning, 


Searchers. 


Hat there be a- ſpecial care ,- to appoint Women- 
Searchers in every Pariſh, ſach as are of honeſt re- 
patacion, and of the beſt ſort as can be got in this kind : 
Aud thale to be (morn to-make dre fearch and true re- 
port, to the urnoſt of their knowledge , whether the 
Perſons, whole bodies they are appointed to Search, do 
die of the Infefion, or of what other Diſeaſes, as near 
as they can, And rhat the Phyſtctans who ſhall be ap- 
poinced for cure and- prevetition- of the Infedtion , do 
call before chem the ſaid Searchers who are or ſhall be 
appointed tor the ſeveral Pariſhes under their reſpe&trve 
Cares, to the end they may confider whether they lare 


fitly qualified for that employment ;. and charge chem 
A 3 from: 
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from time.to time as they ſhall ſee cauſe, if they appear 
deteQtive in their duties, 
That no Searcher during this. time of Viſitation, be 
ermitted to uſe any publick work or imployment, or 
:keep any Shop or Stall, or be imployed asa Landreſs, 
or in any other common imployment-whatſoever, 


Chirurgions. 


FOR better aſſiſtance of the Searchers, for.:as much 

as there hath been heretofore great abuſe in miſ- 
reporting the Diſeaſe, to the further. ſpreading of the 
InteRion: Ir is therefore ordered, that there be choſen 
and appointed able and difcreet Chirurgions, beſides 
thoſe -that doe already belong to the Peſt-houſe: 
amongſt whom, the City and Liberties to be quarte- 
red as the places lie moſt apt and convenient : and every 
of theſe to have one quarter for his Limit : and the ſai. 
Chirurgions in every of their Limits to joyn with the 
Searchers tor the view of.the body, to the end there may 
be a ttue report made of the Diſeaſe, 

And further, that the ſaid Chirurgions ſhall viſit and 
ſearch ſuch like perſons as ſhall either ſend for them, or 
be named and directed unto them, by the examiners of 
every Pariſh, and inform themſelves of the Diſeaſe of 
the ſaid parties, 

And tor as muchas the ſaid Chirurgions are to be ſe- 
queſtred from all other Cures, and-kept onely to this 
Diſeaſe of the Infection , It is ordered; that-every of the 
{aid Chirurgions ſhall have twelve-pence aBody ſearched 
oy em, to be paid out of the goods of the party ſear- 
hed, if he-be able, or otherwiſe by the Pariſh, 

| Nurſe- 
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Nurſe-keepers. 


F any Nutſe-keeper ſhall remove herſelf our of any 
infeted Houſe before 28 daies after the deceaſe of 
any perſon dying of the Infe&ion, the Houſe to which 
the ſaid Nurſe-keeper doth ſo remove herſelf ſhall be 
ſhuc up until the ſaid 28 daies be expired,

Orders concerning infected 
Houſes, and Perſons ſick of the Plague, 


Notice to be given of the Sickneſs. 


| HE Maſter of every Houſe, as ſoon. as any 

one in his Houſe complaineth, either of Botch, 

or Purple, or Swellin&\in any part of his body, 

or talleth otherwiſe dangerouſly ſick, with- 

out apparent cauſe of ſome other Diſcaſe , ſhall give 

knowledge thereof to the Examiner of Health within - 
two hours after the ſaid ſign ſhall appear, 


SequeStration of the Sick. 


AS ſoon as. any man ſhall be found by this Examiner, 
'® Chirurgjon or: Searcher to be fick of the Plague,

Shutting up of the Foufe. - '. 


F any perſon ſhall have viſited-any man, knewn tobe 
Infected of the Plague, or efitred willingly incq an 
kgown Infected Houſe, being nor' allowed : the Houſe 
wherein he'finfiabicech, ſhall be ſhit up for: certain dates 
by the Examiners direQion, 7

JT, that none be removed out' of the Houſe where 

he talleth fack of the Infetion, into any other Houſe 

m the Ciry, (excepr it be-to the 'Peſt-houte 6r '# 

or unto ſame ſuch Houſe, which the o\viter'of rhe fail 

viſited Honſe hoderh in his own hands, and \cupierk

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by his own ſervants) and fo as ſecurity be given to the 
Pariſh whither ſuch remove is made, that the attendance 
and charge about the ſaid vifited perſons ſhall be obſer- 
ved and charged in all the particularities before expreſ- 
ſed, without any coſt of that Pariſh, to which any ſuch 
remove ſhall happen to be made, and this remove to be 
done by night: And it ſhall be lawful to any perſon 
that hath rwo Houſes , to remove either his ſound or 
his infected peaple to his fpare Houſe at his choice, ſo as 
if he ſend away firſt his ſound, he may not after ſend thi- 
ther the fick, nor again unto the ſick the ſound, 

that the ſame which he ſendeth, be for one week at the 
leaft ſhut- np and ſecluded from company for fear of 
ſome infection, ar the firſt not appearing, 


Burial of the dead. 


TH: the Burial of the dead by this Viſteation be ar

And that no Corps dying of Ipfection ſhall be buried 
er remain in” any Church in time of Common- Prayer, 
Sermon. or Lefture, And that no children be ſuffered

No infefted Stuff tobe uttered. 


F Ha no Clothes, Stuff, Bedding or Garments' be 
ſuffered to be carried or conveyed our. of any infe- 
&ed Houſes, and that the Criers and Carriers abroad of 
Bedding or old Apparel to be fold or pawned, be ut- 
terly prohibited and reſtrained, and no Brokers of Bed- 
ding or old Apparel be permitted to make any outward 
Shew, or hang torth on their Stalls, Shopboards or Win- 
dows toward any Street, Lane, Common-way or Paſ- 
ſage, any old Bedding or Apparel to be ſold, upon pain 
ot Impriſonment, And it any Broker or other perſon 
ſhall buy any Bedding, Apparel, or other Stuff our of 
any Infe&ted houſe, withinewo Moneths after the Infe- 


-@tion hath been there, his houſe ſhall be ſhuc up as Infe- 


ed, and ſo ſhall continue ſhut up twenty daies at the

No perſon to be conveyed out of any infefted Flouſe.

Croſs ot a foot long, in the middle of the door, 
evident to be ſeen, and with theſe uſual Printed words, 
that is to ſay, Lord have mercy upon ws, to be ſet cloſe 
over the ſame Croſs, there to continue until lawful ope- 
ning of the ſame Houſe, | 


Every viſited Houſe to be watched. 


"T Hat the Conſtables ſee every houſe ſhut up, and to 

; be attended with Watchmen, which: may keep 
them in, and miniſter neceſſaries unto them at their.own 
charges (if. they be able,) or at the common charge if 
they be unable: the ſhucring up to be for the ſpace of 
four Weeks after all be whole, 

That preciſe order be taken that the Searchers, Chi- 
rurgions, Keepers and Buriers are not to paſs the ſtreets. 
without holding a red Rod or Wand of three toot in 
length in their hands, open and evident to be ſeen, and 
are not to goe into any. other houſe then into their own, 
or into that whereunto they aredireced or ſent for, bur. 
co forbear and abſtain from company , _—_ when. 
they have been lately ufed in any ſach buſineſs or atten+ 
dance, ' 


B:z Inmates, 


Orders for Fhath, 
Cinitdes - 


TJ Ha where ſeveral Inmates are in one and the ſame 

houſe, and any perſon in that houſe happen to be 
infeed z no other perſon or family of ſuch houſe ſhall 
be ſuffered to remove him or themſelves without a Cer- 
tificate from che Examiners of Health of that Pariſh , ar 
in defaule thereof, .the houſe whither he or they ſo re- 
move, ſhall be ſhut up as in caſe of Viſitation, 


Hackney Coaches. 


Hat care be taken of Hackney Coachmen, that they 

may not (as fome of them have been obferved to 
doe) after-carrying of infe&ted perſons to the Peſthouſe, 
and other places, be admitred to common uſe, till their 
Coaches be well aired, and have flood unimployed by 
the ſpace of five or (ix daies after ſuch ſervice, 
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Orders for cleanſing and keeping of the Streets

The Streets tobe kept clean. 
WE it is. thoughe very neceſſary, and fo orde- 


red, that every Houſholder do cauſe the ſtreet 
to be daily pared before his door, and ſo to keep 
it clean ſwept all the Week long,

Orders for Firalth. 


That Rakers take it from out the Houſes. 


'T Hat the ſweeping and filch-of houſes be daily carried 

away by the Rakers, and that the Raker ſhall give 
notice of his coming by the blowing of a Horn as here+ 
tofore hath been done, 


Layftalls to be made farre off from the City. 


T Har the Layſtalls be removed as farre as may be out 

of the City, and common paſflages , and thar ns 
Nightman or other be ſuffered co empty a Vault ints 
any Garden near about the City, 


Care tobe had of unwholeſome Fiſh or Fleſh, and of 
muſty Corn, 


T Hat ſpecial care be taken, that no ſtinking Fiſh, or 

unwholſome Fleſh, or muſty Corn, ar other car- 
rupt fruits of what fort foever, be ſuffered to be ſald 
about the City or any part of the ſame. 

That the Brewers and Tipling-houſes be looked un- 
to, for maſty and unwholſome Cask, 

That no Hogs, Dogs, or Cats, or tame Pigeons, or 
Conies be ſuffered to be kept within any part of the 
City, or any Swine to be, or ſtray in the Streets or 
Lanes, but that ſuch Swine be imponnded by the Bea- 
dle or any other Officer, and the Owner puniſhed accor- 
ding ro A& of Common-Councel, and that the Dogs 
be killed by the Dog-killers appointed for char pur- 


poſe, 


B 3 Orders 
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Orders concerning looſe Perſons and idle 
Aſemblies, 


Beg gers. 


Oraſmuch as nothing is mote complained of, 
then the multitude of Rogues and wandering 
Beggers that ſwarm in every place about the 
City, being a great cauſe ot the ſpreading of 
the Infection, and will not be avoided, notwithſtanding 
any Order that hath been given to the: contrary : Ir 1s 
therefore now ordered, that ſuch Conſtables, and others 
whom. this matter may any. way concern, do take ſpe- 
cial care that no wandering Begger be ſuffered in the 
Streets of this City, in any faſhion or manner whatſo- 
ever upon the penalty provided by the Law to be duly 
and ſeverely executed upon them, : 


| |  Playes. 1 
Hat all Playes, Bear-baitings , Games, Singing of 
Ballads, Buckler-play, oa like cauſes of Aſzin- 
blies of people, be utterly prohibired, and the parties of- 
tending, ſeverely puniſhed by every Alderman in his 
Ward, | 


Feaſting Probibited. 


TT Hat all publick Feaſting , and particularly by che 
2 Companies of this City ; and Dinners at Taverns, 
Alehouſes, and other places of common entertainment 
be forborn till further order and allowance, and that 
the money thereby ſpared, be preſerved and imployed 

tor 
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for the benefit and relief of the poor viſited with the 
infection, 
Tipling-houſes. 


T Hat diſorderly Tipling in Taverns, Alehouſes, Cof- 

fee-houſes and Cellars be ſeverely looked unto, as 
the common Sin of this time, and greateſt occaſion of 
diſperſing the Plague, And that no Company or perſon 
be ſuffered to remain or come into any Tavern, Ale- 
houſe or Coffee-houſe to drink after nine of the Clock 
in the Evening, according to the ancient Law and cu- 
_ of this City, upon the penalties ordained in that 
behalf, 


And for the better execution of theſe Orders, and ſuch 
other Rules and Directions as upon turther conſidera- 
tion ſhall be tound needful, Ir is ordered and enjoyned 
chat the Aldermen, Deputies, and Common-Councel- 
men ſhall meet together Weekly, once, twice, thrice or 
oftner ( as cauſe ſhall require) at ſome one general place 
accuſtomed in their reſpe&ive Wards (being clear from 
infection of the Plague) to conſult how the taid Orders 
may be duly put in execution, not intending that any 
dwelling in or near places infected, ſhall come to the ſaid 
meetings whiles their coming may be deubtful: And 
the ſaid Aldermen and Deputies and Common. Councel- 
men in their ſeveral Wards may put in execution any 
other good Orders that by them at their ſaid Meetings 
ſhall be conceived and deviſed, for preſervation of his 
Majeſties Subjects from the Infection,
